miiiciu al Paris. 

It has liecn decided iiiiiiiediately lu 
take uver llie biiiidings lielunging Ui the 
ccclesiaslics, slup the peilsiuiis uf the 
clergy, cuiiipel as|iiranls tu the priest 
hiiud lu fnllill tlieir mililary ubligaliuiis. 
and, if necessary, Ireat the clergy as sub- 
.jects uf a furcign puwer. This c.iiisli- 
lui.'s a ■snlllcicMi dcniuiis i rat iun uf ilu' 
spirit with whii^h ihi. guvernnieiu iii- 
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Catholics Not Unanimous 
Tlial ihi' rank and lilc uf ihe i^ibcral 
C'aliiulics disapiiruvc uf the iul raiisjgeiil 
allitiiile uf llic antliorilics al K.iiiU', is 
evidenced by iln.. fact that llie c'dilor of 
the Itenaissa lice, h'eli.x Uubiii, lias lileil 
Willi Prefect uf ru'lice i.eliilie an appli- 
caliun under the Public -Meetings law ol!

Such peo- 
iple do not talse cognizance of the very

■■Pvolibery!" The Socialist claims that 
all public utilities, whether of produc- 
tion, diatribution or exchnuge, ought to 
be in the hands of the publio.

hundred. 

Trie luimtier of persons invalided from 
consumption is authoritatively estimated 
to be live times as great as tlie number 
of deaths therefrom; therefore. Ave havo 
some sixty thousand invalids in Canada, 
ami a thousand in Uritish Columbia. 

\\'e have, therefore, before us the ap- 
pnlling fact lhat yearly we lose the ben- 
efit of the services and earning powers 
of thousaiidp of citizens who are in- 
capacitated hj illness, and others Tve lose 
outright by dentb, through this one- 
cause — and thiit a preventable causf. 
This IS something to set pcliUcal econ- 
omists thinking very seriously. It is ..u 
responsibility too vast to be measured 
by mere figures, or described in mere 
language. 

No fanciful llienrie.i, iiulrlod mcchoda, 
or more e-xpcriiuonls are proposed. The 
simple, God-given remedies, viz.: Fresh 
air, suitable food, rest and esercise, un*. 
der expert supervision, and suitable, 
cheerful surroundings, have more than 
proved their efficiency. Practically speak- 
ing, these requisites are obtainable only 
in n sanitorium.

authorities on the subject 

The conditions ns to consnmptlon are 
not only fully understood, but are well 
recognized, and it is now an accepted 
f.Tct that consumption is provenlablo and 
may be cured, or its course arrested. 
That bein^ so, inaction is. to say the 
least, criminal. It is our duty to endeav-.
